Mr. President, Ladles and GeatLsmea: 

The Aseenbly of Captive European Nations i This aeir org^^oisn idsldi is being 
created in the great metropoHs of the homeland of George Washington, glowing 
hearth of clviliaation and democracj, is inaugurating its work today in this 
building named after a great philanthropist and illuminated by the rays of 
the lantern of the Statue of Liberty raised on the Pharos n£ the new world. 

The Assembly of Captive European Nations is the ie>xic of national 
eoBBittees and councils representing the nine countries of Eux^pe behind 
the Iron Curtain* Its program has been laid down. It consists of two 
essential points: the coordinaticn of forces to pursue the struggle for 
the liberation of countries enslaved by Moscow and the creation ef condi- 
tions necessary to the restoration cf the independence of states and the 
reestablishiaenb of liberal and democratic institutions; 

We, the /organised ecanunitias in exile and the various denrv- 
eratie elements of the Diaspora of nine subjugated nations, are aware of 
the responsibllitiea with which are entrusted by history. We are 
bound by the links of a brother)^! of ams against the Oi sm ii nl st regimes 
established hr brutal force in nine European cotmiries. 
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VTo are certain^ now, that the free countries, and particular!/ 
the Anglo-American world, after nuaerous esqserleneea, hsTe learned the 
meaning of Conunlsm, the meaning of the Kremlin* 

The Kremlin is not a fcrtreae built In the central district of 
Moscow of the nedieTal epoch* It was after the telluric uphea:val of 1917 
that the Krem lin rose high as a mountain* It became the 01/mpia of 
m/tholog/* On the peak of this new OlTnpla, a throne was erected upon 
which mortal gods succeed one another* But the throne itself remains 
unshaken* It is the throne in which a Bed Zeus sits* In one hand he 
wiTes the gospel of a false dogna, in the other, a scepter ef force aimed 
toward the overthrow of occidental civilisation and the domination of the 
five continents* 
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But this shall never bel Because nf Its values, virtues and 
forces, western olellisatlon la predestined to live perpatuall/* ^

It is known that Baesla of the Csars had a plan tr establish g 
Itself in the Mediterranean which la the basin in which western civil!- 
satien with all its religious, moral, social and political vak^es was bom 
and developed* In order to earr/ out this program, for two centuries it 
declared eleven wars against the Ottemana Who ruled ever the Bosphorus and 
Dar d a nell es , dborway to* the Msditerranesa* To aiore strongL/ secure Its 
positions for the do minat ion of the Modltemnean> Bussla of the Bomanoffs, 
in the X9th centoxy, attempted on sian/ occaaions, eagdo/ing pretexts of 
religioua and racial orders, to exercise direct control in Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Serbia and Montenegro* Praoticall/ speaking, it was the obliteration of 
the independence of these states.

After 194d| Moscow took direct control of the Albanian state. 

It is not the Saver Hoxhas and Kehmet Sbehus who rule* They are merely 
men of straw. It is agents sent fnom Mbsecw bearixig varied titles, such 
as counselor, organiser, technician and others who govern Albania. The 
state mechanism is directed first of all by the mission of the military 
staff which is nothing more than a section of the general staff of the

In the course of the centuriee, Albania has retained ite , 
individualltx. It has not penaitted itself to be asaimiUted even during 
the periods of the donri nations of Latin Rone and Rxsaotlne Greece. It hae 
resisted the Invading waves of dlff srent races pouring in from the North 
and the East. Providanee haa wUled that it have a function in the Balkans 
and in the Adriatic and Seae. Albania waa destined to be the 

headbridge for westem civilisation in Soutbeastem Europe. 

The Albanian peoplej faithful to hlstorx «id its niaaion, 
struggle agelnat the forces of Hoscow which are trx^ ^ estahHeh theor- 
selves in the homeland of Soanderbeg so that thex can use it as a base 
for expansion^ in the fhture perh^, of fields of war operations in the 
Balkans and in the IMiterreneen.

One of these great martyrs «fas Mbnsignor F^ens Prenushi, Archbishop cf 
Duress* He was also a national post* 

We feel obliged to Inform the world that the Ccwmunist govensaent 
of Albania, in its penal code, has condemned tc; death minors twelve yeers 
and older* This was pot Into practice in the Catholic seminary of Shkoder* 
Despite these atrcelous acts of the C^saunist government, the 
resistance of the Albanian people continues* The crage of the mountains of 
Albania, nesting place of eagles, remain the fortress of brave men 
struggling against the Cosnunist regims.
